Mrs. Maria Bayard Campbell, whose 
name is identified with the history of the 
old Tontine Association, died on Satur- 
day, aged eighty-seven years. She was 
the widow of Duncan P. Campbell. Her 
father, Nicholas Bayard, was one of the 
original shareholders in the Tontine As- 
societion, founded in this city in 1792. 
The shareholders were mostly Knicker- 
bocker merchants, and their object was 
to establish an exchange and noonday 
resort for merchantile trade. There were 
200 shares in the Association, each shaie 
representing a life or nominee. The 
nominees were mostly children and ne- 

hews and nieces of the shareholders. 
The shares cost $200 each, and the mo- 
ney wasgpvested in the real estate known 
as the Tontine property, in Wall street, 
corner of Pearl street. A compact was 
made that when the nnmber of surviving 
nominees should be reduced to seven the 
property should be'sold and the proceeds 
divided among the holders of the seven 
shares. 
Mrs. Campbell was one of the final 
seven. Mr. Bayard owned a share on 
her life and one on that of his son, Wil- 
liam Bayard. Only four of the nomi- 
nees, who originally numbered two bun- 
dred, are now living. These are Robert 
Benson, aged eighty-nine years : John P. 
DeWin eighty-seven ; David Mur- 
ray Hoffman, aged eighty-four, and Mrs. 
Mary Ray King, aged eighty-four. Mrs. 
King is the widow of Ex-Governor King. 
Hon, Gouverneur Kemble and Mrs. 
Campbell’s brother, recently deceased, 
were among the surviving seven noml- 
nees. Mr. Kemble was ninety years of 
age at the time of his death, and Mr. 
Bayard was eighty-seven years. The 
shares on his and his sister’s lives are 
owned by Mr. W. T. Horne, a wealthy 
retired merc who bought them from 
the Bayard y. They have increas- 
ed in value from their first cost, $200, to 
upward of $100,000, Suits are pendiag 
in the Supreme Court for the distribution 
of the Tontine property among the own- 
ers of the shares on the lives of the last 
seven nominees.
